ape Democrats, especially 
the old-time Democrats 

who never worshipped the 
silver calf, are speculating 
with more philoso- 
phy than confidence 
about what the 
Democratic party 
will do next. The 
party seems bewil- 
dered - like, and 
looks about with 
pathetic uncertain- 
ty to try to get its 
bearings. It doesn’t 
know where it is 
~ going, nor who will guide 
it. It doesn’t know on 
what it can agree. It mis- 
laid most of its principles 
eight years ago, and now 
it cannot readily put its 
hands on them. It is fully 
warranted ‘in wondering 
what will happen to it, but it need not 
despair. If it can carry on a retail 
business for a year or two, its course 
in due time will open to it. There is 
no reason to believe that the country 
is so lucky as to have entrusted its 
destinies for the next four years to a 
party that will manage them with 
such circumspection and success as not 
to afford an opportunity to its rival. 
The first great duty of the Democrats 
is repentance.

B. K. Benson, is an account of the 
doings of a spy during the Civil War, 


given with deadly detail. It is a 
veritable treadmill of words. (The 
Macmillan Company.) 


Mr. George A. Henity.is a writer of 
what are now styled ‘‘ stories for boys.” 
The hero of Jn the Hands of the Cave 
Dwellers rans away to sea, kills a great 
many Indians and eventually marries 
an heiress. In our youth such tales 
came cheaper and were called by 
another name.: (Harper and Brothers.) 


Marr’d in Making, by Baroness von 
Hutten, is most aptly named. In spite 
of many blemishes, the book contains 
an excellent character study in “ Beth,” 
the heroine. In the end, however, the 
author flinches from the logical evolu- 
tion of her own conception, and seeks 
to escape from an artistically impossi- 
ble situation by a psychologically im- 
probable suicide. (J. B. Lippincott 
Company.) 


A White Guard to Satan purports to 
be a narrative written soon after 
Bacon’s Rebellion in Virginia and 
**recovered”’ by Alice Maud Ewell. 
Had she stumbled upon it some years 
ago, before such tales became a drug, 
we would have welcomed it more 
warmly. (Houghton, Mifflin and 
Company.) 


A Chinese work by the Viceroy 
Chang Ching-Tung has been translated 
by Samuel I. Woodbridge and is called 
China’s Only Hope. Besides giving the 
opinion of a liberal and polished China- 
man anent the present crisis, it affords 
us an interesting glimpse of ourselves 
as the Orient sees us. (The Fleming 
H. Revell Company.) 


Lord Rosebery has given us a most 
delightful book in his Napoleon, the 
Last Phase. He deals with the life of 
the Emperor subsequent to the battle 
of Waterloo, and he deals with it in a 
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thoroughly satisfactory and scholarly 
manner. The book is eminently worth 
reading. (Harper and Brothers.) 


The Life of Henry George, by his son 
and namesake, is as good a biography 
as could be hoped for at this time. The 
style is dignified, and the matter 
selected, for the most part, interesting. 
On the other hand, the part of the 
book devoted to the childhood and 
youth of Mr. George is overloaded with 
letters and quotations of no interest to 
the public, and it seems at least pre- 
mature to class him with Adam Smith 
and John Stuart Mill, and to draw 
comparisons between him and Herbert 
Spencer to the disparagement of the 
latter.

A wild tale of gambling and crime 
at Monte Carlo, by William Le Queux, 
is called The Sign of the Seven Sins. 
Were it bound in yellow paper and 
sold at fifteen cents, it would be dear 
at the price. (J. B. Lippincott Com- 
pany.) 


A new book of animal pictures, by 
Harry B. Neilson, Droll Doings, abounds 
in fun. The amount of expression this 
artist condenses in an animal’s face is 
a perpetual surprise. 
(Blackie and Son, London.) 


Tales of the Ex-Tanks is as 
slangy as its title would in- 
dicate, but to those who 
understand the new ver- 
nacular it is interesting and 
amusing. LIFE strongly rec- 
ommends this series of 
temperance tales to the 
ladies of the W. C. T. U.

As your authority for 
the statements therein contained, you cite a cer- 
tain pamphiet entitled, ‘‘Human Vivisection.”’ 
printed for the American Humane Society, and 
do not extend your researches to the original 
paper for verification of your presentations. Had 





sions, or extensive loss of weighi with indications 
of profound poisoning of the central nervous 
system."’ This sentence applied solely to animals 
and not to man. 

Now itis expressly stated at the beginning of 
the original article that the purpose for which 
the thyroid tablets were administered to the 
patients was to give them a chance to recover 
their mental vigor, ‘‘as they had either passed 
or were about to pass, the limit of time in which 
recovery could be contidently expected” ; in 
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other words, they were already demented or 
were about to become so, In the same column 
it will be seen that the thyroid was administered 
only under the strictest precautions, beginning 
with the minimal dose, and increasing it if un- 
pleasant symptoms did not supervene, or 
stopping it when such did occur. Furthermore, 
though it does not precisely say so in the original, 
the eight patients were placed in charge of two 
capable medical internes to observe the effects, 
and theyin turn had under them four hospital 
attendants. Under such precautions the treat- 
ment was carried on, with a result you do not 
mention—that one of the patients, before the 
advent of the treatment lapsing into chronic de- 
mentia, recovered her reason and has remained 
well ever since, and later, after the paper was in 
press, another apparently hopeless case also re- 
covered and became a useful member of the 
community (See London Lancet, Oct., 1897). A 


comple‘e restoration to sanity of twenty-five per 
cent. of otherwise hopeless cases. which, but for 
the treatment instituted, would have progressed 
downward into an absolute mental darkness is, 
to say the least, a not unenviable record. 

Now for the unfavorable side upon which you 
comment so strongly. You state that ‘of the 
eight victims, two became frenzied one abso- 
lutely demented and degraded, and two died.’ 
Where you find your ay net for the statement 
that two of the patients died is not apparent to

Regarding the quantity of thyroid adminis- 
tered: Feeble white mice, weighing a few drams 
each, ate from fifteen to twenty-five grains of the 
thyroid a day for a period of from twelve to 
eighteen days before lethal effects resalted. Do 
you suppose that the small doses of ten and 
fifteen grains per diem to persons weighing from 
one hundred to one hundred and twenty-five 
pounds could have serious consequences? ‘The 
effect of any drug upon the system isin exact 
ratio to the bodily weight, minimal doses 
producing @ minor, maximum ones a 
greater effect.
